V f — his light and airy stitch has 
I several rows of long chain- 

I spaces gathered together 

with a single crochet in the middle 
to give the effect of angled butterfly 
wings. When you're plarcning a proj- 
ect using this stitch, there are three 
parts to consider. First is the num- 
ber of chain stitches in the "wings"; 
second is the number of rows before 
the gathering row, and third is the 
row height and how that affects the 
height of the butterfly. 

Any number of chain stitches 
across will do, but I prefer an 
odd number so that the butterfly 
"body" sits neatly in the middle 
with the same number of chain 
stitches on either side. The number 
of chain stitches helps to define 
the butterfly's width, but the but- 
terfly doesn't finish at the total 
width of the chain — the act of add- 
ing the body makes the stitch nar- 
rower in width. 

How many rows of plain chain 
stitches are needed before the 
gathers? Traditionally, the stitch 
has either two rows or three — I 
used three in the sample scarf. 

While you could experiment with 
more rows of chains, too many 
will cause the sides of the work 
to distort and you won't get a 
straight edge, as shown (pg. 13).

This leads us to the height of 
the other stitches in the row. I 
used double crochet because I 
like some visual space between 
the chain rows, but not so much 
as to cause side distortion. The 
shorter the stitch, the less space 
between the rows.

thing from singles to trebles. 

You may have to adjust the other 
parameters — number of chain 
stitches and number of rows — to 
get a pleasing stitch that lays flat.

ning; join with si st in top of beginning ch. 
Round 4 Ch 1, sc in same st as joining, sk 
next 2 dc. shell in next sc, *sk next 2 dc, 
sc in next dc. sk next 2 dc, shell in next sc;

Rounds 5-12 Repeat last 2 rounds 4 
more times. 

Change to size 7 (4.5mm) hook.

Round 21 Repeat Round 3. 

Change to size H-8 (5mm) hook. 

Beginning with Round 4, repeat Rounds 3 
and 4 for a total of twelve more rounds or 
to desired length. Fasten off.

Row 1 (RS) With B, ch 3, *dc BL in each sc 
to next marker, dc BL in marked st, remove 
marker, ch 16 (16, 20, 20) (for underarm), sk 
all dc up to next marker, dc BL in next marked 
st, remove marker; repeat from * once more, 
dc BL in each remaining dc; change to A— 108 
(124, 124, 140) dc and 2 underarm chains. 
Fasten off B. 

Row 2 With A, ch 1 , turn; sc FL in each dc and 
sc in each ch across— 140 (156, 164, 180) sc. 
Row 3 Ch 3, turn; dc BL in each sc across. 
Row 4 Ch 1 , turn; sc FL in each dc across;

Row 5 With B, ch 3, turn; dc BL in each sc 
across; change to A. Fasten off B. 

Row 6 With A, ch 1 , turn; sc FL in each dc 
across. 

Row 7 Ch 3, turn; dc BL in each sc across. 
Row 8 Ch 1, turn; sc FL in each dc across. 
Rows 9-18 (18, 20, 20) Repeat last 2 rows 
5 (5, 6, 6) times; change to B in last st of last 
row. Fasten off A. 

Rows 19 (19, 21, 21)-22 (22, 24, 24) 

Repeat Rows 5-8; change to B in last st of last 
row. Fasten off A. 

Repeat Rows 19 (19, 21. 21)-22 (22. 24. 24). 
Next Row With B, ch 3, turn; dc BL in each sc 
across; change to C. Fasten off B. 

Last Row With C, ch 1, turn; sc FL in each dc 
across.

Lower Ribbing 

Note Ribbing rows are worked at a right 
angle to lower edge of jacket. At the end of 
every other ribbing row, join the ribbing to the 
lower edge of Jacket by slip stitching into two 
stitches of the last row of the Jacket.

Round 1 (RS) Ch 3 (counts as dc here and 
throughout), dc BL in each sc and dc in free 
loop of each underarm ch around; join with si 
st in top of beginning ch — 42 (50, 50, 58) sts. 
Round 2 (WS) Ch 1 , turn; sc FL in same st as 
join, sc FL in each dc around; join with si st in 
first sc. 

Round 3 Ch 3, turn; dc BL in each sc around; 
join with si st in top of beginning ch. 

Repeat last 2 rounds until Sleeve measures

Row 1 (RS) Dc in 3rd ch from hook (begin- 
ning ch does not count as a st) and in each 
remaining ch to last ch, (dc, ch 5, dc) in last ch 
(for buttonloop); working across opposite side 
of foundation ch, dc in each ch across — 26 dc 
and 1 ch-5 sp.

Body 

With C, ch 5; si st in first ch to form a ring.

Make same as Bee Body through Round 1 — 20 
dc. Fasten off.

With B, embroider straight st vertical lines 
across body for stripes.

Antenna (Make 2) 

Draw up a loop of B in top edge of Body, just 
behind eye, ch 5, 5 sc in 2nd ch from hook.

With RS facing, draw up a loop of C in up- 
per front corner (at beginning of neck).

Rows 2-5 Ch 1, turn; sc BL in each st 
across. 

Fasten off. 

Using photo as a guide, arrange Tabs on 
upper part of Front Band (right front band 
for girls, left front band for boys). Place flat 



edge of each Tab even with inside edge 
of Front Band. Place first Tab immediately 
below neck edging, and next two Tabs 
about 172.5cm apart. Sew Tabs in place.

Rounds 2 and 3 Ch 3, dc in same st as join, 
dc in next dc. *2 dc in next dc, dc in next dc; 
repeat from * around; join with si st in top of 
beginning ch — 45 dc at the end of Round 3. 
Round 4 Ch 3. *2 dc in next dc, dc in next dc; 
repeat from * around; join with si st in top of 
beginning ch — 67 dc. Fasten off C.

Round 8 With RS facing, draw up a loop of 
B in same st as joining, ch 3, dc BL in each 
sc around; join with si st in top of turning ch. 
Fasten off B. 

Round 9 With WS facing, join A with sc in 



same st as joining, sc FL in each dc around; 
join with si st in first sc. 

Rounds 10 and 11 Repeat Rounds 6 and 7. 
Fasten off A. 

Round 12 Repeat Round 8. Fasten off B. 
Rounds 13-20 (24) Repeat Rounds 9-12, 

2 (3) more times. Fasten off B.

Repeat last two rows until ribbing is 
worked all the way around lower edge of 
Bonnet. Fasten off. leaving a long tail. Use 
tail to sew edges of ribbing together. 

Bonnet Antenna (Make 2) 

With B. ch 5; si st in first ch to form a ring. 

Ch 3 (counts as dc), 19 dc in ring (for top of 
Antenna); join with si st in top of beginning 
ch, ch 15, sc in 2nd ch from hook, sc in 
remaining 13 ch, si st in next dc of top of 
Antenna). Fasten off. 

FINISHING 

Sew each Antenna to top front of Bonnet 
on first B-colored stripe, spaced about 
5.5714cm apart.

Our new columnist helps readers embrace lace 
and shares her favorite joining techniques. 

BY MARTY MILLER 




a I want to try crocheting 
0 some lace patterns, 

• but I like to work with 
yarns that are heavier than lace 
weight or thread. Is this possible? 
And what should I look out for? 

Lace crochet patterns 
0 can be worked in any 
• weight thread or yarn 
that you choose. You can turn the 
lace patterns into scarves, afghans, 
table runners, throw rugs, and even 
garments by crocheting them in 
heavier-weight yarns. There are 
a few things that you need to be 
aware of, though, before you start 
on a project. With heavier-weight 
yarn (and the appropriate size 
hook) the gauge of the stitches will 
be different (fewer stitches to the 
inch), and the size of the finished 
project will be larger than if you 
crocheted it with lace-weight yarn 
or thread. A small doily worked in 
thread may become a large afghan 
in worsted-weight yarn. You may 
also have to modify some stitches 
in the pattern, because stitches 
made with heavier yarn may not 
be proportionately the same as 
stitches made with thread. For in- 
stance, instead of three chains, you 
may have to work only two chains 
so that the shape of the piece stays 
the same. I also suggest crocheting 
some swatches with different size 
hooks, to see which looks the best. 

As an example, above right 
is a lacy white doily, worked 
in thread by my grandmother, 
placed under my version of the 
doily, worked in blue worsted- 
weight cotton. You can really see 



the size difference! Three pattern 
repeats in my grandmother's 
doily equals one pattern repeat 
in mine. I also had to reduce 
the number of chains between 
some of the stitches for my doily 
to have the same shape as my 
grandmother's. 

Here's a tip: If you've never 
before crocheted with thread but 
want to try it, work your pattern 
first with worsted-weight yarn. It's 
a good way to learn a lacy stitch 
pattern without squinting at tiny 
stitches.

The pattern says to sew the 
motifs together, but I would 
like an easier way to join them.

Sewing is just one 
0 of many ways to 

• join motifs. My 
favorite is the "join-as-you-go" 
method. You can use it with just 
about any size and shape motif, 
worked in any yarn or thread. 
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Expert Advice 



One big advantage of this 
method is that there are fewer 
ends to weave in! Another advan- 
tage is that when you're finished 
crocheting the last motif, you're 
also finished putting them togeth- 
er. The motifs are usually joined in 
a chain space on the last round, 
but you can join them in a stitch or 
even in a previous round. 

There are different versions of 
the "join-as-you-go" method. I 
like to work a single crochet (sc) in 
the space or stitch of the com- 
pleted motif where I want to join 
my motif-in-progress. You can also 
use a slip stitch (si st), half double 
crochet (hdc), or double crochet 
(dc). Each method has advantages 
and disadvantages. You just have 
to decide which works for you. 

If you want to try a hdc or a 
dc join, follow the instructions 
at right, but work a hdc. or dc in 
the space or stitch of the com- 
pleted motif. 0

About Stitch Diagrams 



rochet Today uses a 
standard set of sym- 
bols for our diagrams, 
enabling you to see ex- 
actly how and where the stitches 
combine. Just as verbal instruc- 
tions tell you how to make an 
item step by step, diagrams pro- 
vide a complementary represen- 
tation of its construction, stitch 
by stitch. As an added bonus, 
symbols transcend language, so 
you can follow foreign-language 
patterns without translation. 

Following Diagrams 

• A diagram depicts an entire 
motif, pattern, or pattern repeat, 
from the right side. Each symbol 
represents one stitch. Use the 
table below to become familiar 
with the stitches represented by 
the symbols in this issue. 



• Remember that stitch dia- 
grams go hand in hand with 
written patterns; you should 
follow both as you crochet. 

• CT's diagrams are styled so 
that the colors alternate in ev- 
ery row. This helps differentiate 
between rows, making it easier 
to follow as you work. Right 
side (RS) rows are black, wrong 
side (WS) rows are blue, and 
rows previously worked (as in 
motifs that are made in layers, 
like flowers) are gray. 

When working in rows, 
follow the diagram from the 
bottom right, reading from 
right to left. For example, when 
the number 1 is on the right 
bottom side of the chart, that 
is where you start reading Row 
1. Each stitch is aligned on top 



of the chain or stitch into which 
it is worked; if a chain or stitch 
is skipped, no stitch appears 
above it. When you reach the 
end of the first row, turn your 
work and read the next row of 
the diagram from left to right, 
working into the indicated stitch 
from the previous row. Continue 
in this fashion, reading RS rows 
from right to left, and WS rows 
from left to right, paying atten- 
tion to the number of turning 
chains indicated. 

When working in the round, 
begin following the diagram 
in the center, working out in 
a counterclockwise direction. 
Unless otherwise indicated, all 
rounds are read counterclock- 
wise. If directed to turn your 
work after each round, read 
RS rows counterclockwise and 
WS rounds clockwise.

Making a Foundation Chain 




A Start by making a slipknot and 
I positioning it near the end of 
the hook. Wrap the working yarn 
(the yarn attached to the ball or 
skein) around the hook as shown. 
Wrapping the yarn in this way is 
called a yarn over. 




2 Draw the yarn through the loop 
on the hook by catching it with 
the hook and pulling toward you. 




3 One chain stitch is complete. 

Lightly tug on the yarn to 
tighten the loop if it is very loose, or 
wiggle the hook to loosen the loop 
if it is tight. Repeat from step 1 to 
make as many chains as required for 
your pattern. 




4 To count the number of chain 
stitches made, hold the chain 
so that the "V"s are all lined up. 

Do not count the loop on the hook 
or the slipknot you made when 
beginning the chain. Each V counts 
as one chain made. 




A Insert the hook under both the 
I front and back loops (i.e., under 
the complete "V") of the 2nd chain 
from the hook. Wrap the yarn over 
the hook from back to front (this 
is called a yarn over) and catch 
it with the hook. Draw the yarn 
through the V. 




2 You now have two loops on the 
hook. Yarn over and draw the 
yarn through both loops on the hook. 




3 One single crochet stitch is 
complete. Continue to repeat 
steps 1 and 2, inserting the hook 
into each V across the row. 




4 When you reach the end of 
the row, make one chain stitch 
(this is called a turning chain), then 
turn the piece from right to left. 

To begin the next row, insert the 
hook under the V of the first stitch 
(skipping the one chain stitch you 
just made) and repeat the steps. 



Half Double Crochet (hdc) 




A For this stitch, yarn over, 

I then insert the hook 
under the "V" of the 3rd 
chain stitch from the hook. 
Yarn over again and draw the 
yarn through the V. 




2 You now have three loops 
on the hook. Yarn over 
and draw the hook through all 
three loops at once. 




3 One half double crochet 
stitch is complete. Repeat 
steps 1 and 2 until you reach 
the end of the row. To proceed 
to the next row, make two 
chain stitches and turn. 
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Double Crochet (dc) 




Yarn over, then insert the 
I hook under the "V" of the 
4th chain stitch from the hook. 
Yarn over again and catch the 
yarn, drawing it through the V. 




2 You now have three loops 
on the hook. Yarn over and 
draw the yarn through the first 
two loops. 




3 You now have two loops 
remaining on the hook. 
Yarn over and draw the hook 
through the two loops. 




4 One double crochet stitch is 
complete. Continue to repeat 
steps 1 through 3 until you reach 
the end of the row. To begin 
the next row, make three chain 
stitches and turn. 



Treble Crochet (tc) 




I Yarn over two times, then 
insert the hook under the 
"V" of the 5th chain stitch from 



the hook. Yarn over again and 
catch the yarn with the hook, 
drawing it through the V. 




2 You now have four loops 
on the hook. Yarn over 
and draw through the first two 
loops (three loops remain on 
hook). Yarn over again and draw 
through the next two loops (two 
loops remain). Yarn over again 
and draw through both loops. 




3 One treble crochet is com 
plete. Continue to repeat 
steps 1 and 2 until you reach 
the end of the row. To begin 
the next row, make four chain 
stitches and turn. 



Slip Stitch (si St) 




^ Insert the hook under the "V" 

I indicated in the pattern. Yarn 
over and draw through the V and 
through the loop on the hook In 
one movement. One slip stitch 
is complete. 

Note that the slip stitch does not 
create much height when worked; 
it Is used mainly to anchor stitches, 
shape pieces, join circles, and for 
other utilitarian jobs. 



Front Post Stitch 




Working with hook In front of 
work, insert hook from right to 
left around the post (or vertical 
segment) of the stitch indicated. 
Yarn over and complete stitch 
as usual. 



Back Post Stitch 




Working with hook In back of 
work. Insert hook from right to left 
around the post (or vertical seg- 
ment) of the stitch indicated. Yarn 
over and complete stitch as usual.
